Rather 
than allocate one mill from the general fund, the Legislature decided to put the issue on 
the ballot at the November election in the form of a referendum. Voters will decide the 
issue at that time.

The ULMS project involves academic, public and special libraries throughout the state working 
together to provide an effective bibliographic tool for interlibrary cooperation and a 
guide to avoid duplication of expensive titles. The project is funded by an LSCA, Title I, 
grant to the Montana Library Association through Montana State Library.

PUBLIC WORKS The Public Works Employment Act of 1976, PL 94-369, contains two sections 
EMPLOYMENT ACT which are applicable to public libraries - Title I, Local Public Works 

Capital Development and Investment Act of 1976, and Title II, Antireces- 
sion Provisions. The Act authorizes grants to any state or local government for local 
public works projects that will stimulate employment. Regulations concerning administra- 
tion of the program and guidelines were published in the Federal Register on August 23, 
1976. 

Congress has appropriated funds for the program, but it is expected that President Ford 
will veto the measure. Until the measure is funded, no application forms are available. 

Economic Development Ad- 
ministration, are available from Montana State Library. 

SAGEBRUSH The Sagebrush Federation of Libraries with headquarters at Miles City Pub- 
FEDERATION lie Library has received a $61,000 grant from the Montana Coal Board, De- 
partment of Community Affairs. 

The Sagebrush Federation will purchase a bookmobile and books to serve Carter, Dawson, 
Fallon, Garfield, Powder River, Rosebud, Treasure and Custer counties. 

The coal impact funds are awarded in that area of the state where coal development has 
caused growth and change.
